We, the Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of Poor, Treas- 
—urer, Collector, Clerk, Superintending School Committee and 
Road Commissioners, herewith submit this the Eighth An- 
nual Report for the municipal year ending February 28, 1903, 
showing receipts and expenditures. The total amount of 
property as valued by the Assessors and shown by the valuation 
book, for the year 1902, both real and personal is $671,015.00. 

The amount of money raised at the Annual Town Meeting, 
held March 10, 1902, was $9,492.02; Assessed for State tax, 
$1,671.34; assessed for County tax, $666.56; amount of over- 
lays, $121.64; supplemental tax, $97.75; total assessment, 
$12,049.31. $100.00 pays $1.70. Number of polls 214. Poll 
pays $3.00. 


ELECTRIC ROAD. 


In anticipation of the proposed extension of the Electric 
Road to Bowery Beach, the citizens held several mass meetings, 
considerable interest being shown. On petition to your Board 
of Selectmen a public hearing on the same was called; but 
owing to a lack of interest on the part of citizens, and no definite 
_ proposition from the Company being received, it was thought 
best to refrain from further action.

I herewith respectfully submit the eighth annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

It is gratifying to say that we are are now getting the best 
results that have been obtained since my connection with the 
schools. 

The instruction in the various schools is becoming more sys- 
tematic and better adapted to the intellectual growth of the child. 
New books are constantly being introduced and so arranged as to 
best supplement the teaching. Closer attention is given to the 
individual pupil. 

Most of the work done in the schools is very satisfactory, in 
somecasescommendable. New practical arithmetics were placed 
in each school at the beginning of the fall term, and also new 
spellers and each teacher has devoted more time to spelling than 
heretofore. More attention has been given to physiology the 
past year. In Bowery Beach School, the study has been especially 
interesting, the teacher having made drawings to illustrate cir- 
culation and other parts of the study. 

Some work in each school has been done in nature study. 
This has proved to be very interesting to the pupils, and should 
be continued on a larger scale, as it has now become necessary 
to teach this study. With the exception of geographies, the 
schools are now well supplied with up-to-date text books.

In School No. 4,.the teacher had a special program for February 
12, Lincoln’s birthday. Such days should have especial attention 


- given them in every school, so that the children will know more 


of our greatest men, and be taughtto have more respect for them. 

Parents who never visit the schools do not know what pro- 
egress the pupils are making. Won’t the parents please make an 
effort to visit the schools, and thereby help both pupil and teacher? 

Let us try to make our common school standard so high that 
that when compared with the conventional standard, they will be 
up to the average. 

In September the High School was opened, Mr. Ernest L. 
Jordan, teacher. ‘Twenty-one scholars were registered. Mr. 


‘Jordan has devoted much time to extemporaneous compositions, 


debates, music and dumbbell drills. 

_The spring term of School No. 1, Bowery Beach, was taught 
by Miss A. Ella Hatch; the fall and winter terms by Miss Maud 
B. Huff, who has done excellent work and won the love of both 
parents and pupils. 

Miss Grace E. Preble has taught the three terms of School 
No. 2, Spurwink. Miss Preble has worked hard for her school 
and tried to do her best. The thoroughness of her work was 
well shown in the examination taken by her pupils for the High 
School. 

In School No. 3, Pond Cove, Miss Lucy A. Verrill has taught 
the past year, with the success of previous years. 

Ridgeway School No. 4, has been taught the past year by Miss 
Annie E. Jordan, The enthusiasm manifested by the scholars 
shows how much interest the teacher has had in her school.

REPORT OF LOCAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Ten cases of diphtheria confined to four households. In nine 
cases anti-toxin was used at first with good success, in one case 
it was not used until the sixth day and the patient died. 

By strict quarantine and thorough disinfection the epidemic did 
not spread. : 

As a further precaution we fumigated the High School room 
and books and school room No. 2 and books with formaldehyde. 

One nuisance removed. No other contagious diseases re- 
ported.

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Report of Road Commissioners. 


To THE CITIZENS oF CAPE ELIZABETH:— 


Your Road Commissioners would submit the following state- 
ment of their work for the past year: 

Shortly after their election they met at the Town Office and 
organized by the choice of A. F. Hannaford, Chairman, and L. 
C. Hannaford, Secretary. 

A division of the road appropriation ($1,500.00) was made, 
one-third being assigned to each Commissioner. ‘The division of 
the roads remain the same as last year. Each Commissioner has 
had entire charge of the section assigned him. 

It is to be hoped that work done upon your roads during the 
year has not been misapplied; that the work done upon the dif- 
ferent sections may be allowed to speak for itself, and be given 
the approval which its merits demands. 

In the construction of roads with a rock bottom, the first con- 
sideration is to put in a sufficient depth of stone for alltime. In 
adding the covering to a stone road it seems best to add a light 
covering at first, and later a coating of gravel sufficiently deep 
to keep the wheels clear of all stones, by so doing the gravel will 
not be crowded off the road-bed to the sides and leave the rocks 
exposed. 

We call your attention to the road built in the Pond Cove and 
Shore Road section, near the residences of Judge Symonds and 
Mrs. Rand; also in the Western section, near the residence of 
Fred Burckhart. 

Also in the Spurwink section, near the residence of W. S. 
Doughty. 

In repairing the roads much shore and bank gravel has been 
used, and we think it well placed. The custom of an early out- 
lay of the funds has been followed, the money being nearly all ex- 
pended previous to the first of July. 
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In securing labor it has been the custom of-your Commis- 
sioners to employ help in the vicinity of the work when possible 
and when the character of the work would warrant such action. 

In conclusion we would add that in the expenditure of your 
road money, we have endeavored to secure the most permanent 
results, the interest of the town at all times being considered. 

We also again add our approval of shore and bank gravel for 
road purposes when properly used. 

A detailed statement of our expenditures appears on another 
page, showing the amount of labor and material furnished by each 
one the past year. a

ARTICLE 3. Voted, That the report of the several Town 
Officers be accepted. 


Art. 4. Voted to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money:—For the support of publicschools, eleven hundred dollars 
(1,100); for the support of the poor, one hundred dollars (100); 
for making and repairing public roads and bridges, fifteen hun- 
dred dollars (1,500); for defraying interest, five hundred dollars 
($500); for winter and spring bills, five hundred dollars ($500); 
for other necessary town charges, one thousand dollars ($1,000). 


Art. 5. Voted, To pay the Collector two per cent (2%) for 
his services the ensuing year.

Voted, To raise and appropriate the sum of two 
hundred seven dollars and twenty-four cents ($207.24) to meet 
the deficiency in account of fencing Town House lot and con- 
struction of out buildings. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to pur- 
chase a road machine and to raise and appropriate the sum of
